Several Board members suggested that there be less business discussed 
at the meetings and that most business should be discussed and distilled 
oy the Board, with those issues requireing club action then being brought 
to the floor at meetings. It was also suggested that comments and debate 
on any particular issue should be limited to 2 minutes per person.

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MINUTES OF THE JUNE MEETING OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS, FWRC 


The Board met at Bill Kindred's home on June7, 1976, with all members 
present. Bob Witte, station trustee, was also present. 

The club constitution was read and there was no restriction found 
against the Station Trustee being a full voting member of the Board. 
Therefore, the Station Trustee will be considered a full member of the 
Board with full voting rights. 

The Board discussed the general club meetings and the comments received 
about the business portion being too long. The Board discussed holding 
the business after the program or entertainment, but decided against it. 
The general féeling of the Board that the business should be limited, but 
not eliminated from the general meetings. 

It was suggested that the old club practice of the club voting approval 
of Board recommendations with approval of the Board meeting minutes be 
revived. With this approach, all Board recommendations will be listed in ; 
the minutes and read to the club at the following general meeting. If there 
are no comments, then approval of the minutes constitues approval of the 
Board recommendations. Of course, any individual item can be discussed and 
voted on seperately. 

To implement this approach, new business will be presented to a Board 
member for introduction to the Board. New business will not be brought 
before the club first, unless it is urgent and cannot wait till the next 
meeting. Board meetings are open to interested club members, and any 
member wishing to attend to present business or comments should advise the 
President in advance. 

It is felt by the Board that adoption of this old policy will stream- 
line the general meetings considerably, without eliminating the club 
members' constitutional responsibilities. 

The Board recommends that the position left vacant by Lou Phillips' 
resignation be filled by appointment of Joe Knight. The Board feels that 
the short time left before the next general elections makes this the most 
useful method of filling the post in a timely manner, 

The Board has appointed Bill Kindred to head a committee to formulate 
a constitutional amendment which will provide for the vice president 
automatically becoming the president each year. The reason for the change 
is to provide for more continuity in the club's direction and activities. 

The Board discussed the the 2.5Kw portable generator owned by the club. 
Harry Harvey reported that Jerry Young has the generator about operational. 
The Board discussed the next step in developing an emergency communications 
Capacity for the club. It appears that the next step must be to provide a 
vehicle to make the generator truly portable. The thoughts are that a 
trailer or perhaps a van would be used. The Board recommends that this be 
investigated and acted upon. 

The Board discussed obtaining older portable 2 Mtr FM gear for public 
service projects. Local organizations who have been soliciting FWRC help 
in providing communications have had to be referred to AC-ARTS or some CB 
groups. It appears that AC-ARTS is saturated and is having trouble getting 
operators to some of its public service functions. The Board will consider 
purchasing several pieces of old 2 Mtr gear to be provided to volunteer 
operators for public service projects, and a recommendation will be forth- 
coming. 

The Board discussed putting permanent antennas at the Red Cross Center. 
In an emergency the antennas would be the most difficult equipment to set 
up, and it would be an asset having them up already. It would be quite 
simple and inexpensive to put 80 and 40 meter dipoles up for communications 
to other Red Cross Centers. Harry Harvey will discuss this with Tom Trow- 
bridge, the E.C. for Allen County, and will report to the Board. 
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The Board reaffirmed its decision of last month to recommend purchase 
of a new tower for club use.
